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. UFC | SSUES:

A. CFQ Civil Reports Division representatives participated in a
tel econference with Bonneville Power Adm nistration (BPA)
accountants regarding the reporting requirements for parent/child
transfer appropriations. BPA (parent) provides funding to USACE
activities in the North Pacific Division via SF1151 transfer
docurments. Effective FY 2007, the parent agency reports all
activity inits financial statenents, in accordance with OB
Circular A-136. During the teleconference, we identified what
reports and types of data BPA requires fromus to conplete their
reporting and financial statenments.

B. The CFOQ Civil Reports staff is conpiling docunentation for
testing of various facets of operations at UFC. W devel oped test
pl ans in accordance with OMB Circul ar A-123, Managenent’'s
Responsibility for Internal Control. This effort is spearheaded by
the Ofice of the Undersecretary of Defense, Financial |nprovenent
and Audit Readi ness Directorate.

C. Elen Gbson, CFOQ Gvil Reports Division Chief, provided

expl anations to HQUSACE (CERM B) for the civil works funds outlay
plan that was sent to OMB. M. G bson also gathered information to
update the slides for the HQUSACE briefing of the 2nd Quarter, FY
2007 financial statenments and notes to the Deputy Chief Financial
Oficer at Ofice of the Undersecretary of Defense.

D. The CFOQ Civil Reports staff submtted the 2nd Quarter, FY 2007,
Intra-governmental Reconciliation and Material Differences Report
based on data received from Departnment of the Treasury for intra-
governnental activity. This report conpares intra-governmental
trading partner differences between federal agencies in the
categories of accounts receivabl e and payabl e, revenue and expense,
and transfers.

E. The CFO Cvil Reports staff submitted a report of waived entity
challenges to the Ofice of Under Secretary of Defense
(Conptroller). As a waived entity, USACE provides payabl e, expense
and transfers-in figures to the other Departnent of Defense (DoD)
agencies for themto record as receivables, revenue and transfers-
out in their financial statenment conpilation. Any agency, waived or
not, can challenge our data and we nust supply the support for the
data we provided. A quarterly reconciliation process al so takes

pl ace between USACE Civil Wrks and other waived entities within
DoD. Oher waived entities are Defense Contract Audit Agency,



Def ense Commi ssary Agency, Defense Finance and Accounting Servi ce,
and Defense Threat Reduction Agency.

F. Individuals fromthe USACE Fi nance Center participated on

virtual Center nock pay pool panels in Washington the week of 7 May
07. This provided Pay Pool Managers and panel menbers an opportunity
to gain a better understandi ng of the processes involved prior to
the actual pay pool panels in the fall.

G The Deputy Director of Finance will be attending a nmeeting at the
Pentagon on 17 May 07 regarding the Statistical Analysis for

| mproper Payments. This neeting is to discuss the new reporting
requi rements under the | nproper Paynent |nprovenent Act (IPlIA).

H. The Chiefs of the Disbursing Division and the Cash/Mlitary
Reports Division will attend a nmeeting 22-23 May 07 in Col unbus Chio
with other DoD Agenci es/ DFAS Centers to discuss Treasury's proposal
to change/ del ete F suspense accounts.

A. W are in our final testing phase for progranmm ng changes that
address the creation of an appropriation refund bill where the
debtor of the bill is not the vendor cited on the obligation. This
type of an appropriation refund will be recognized as ' Refunds -
Alternate Debtor' and upon certification of the collection funds
wi Il be nade available at the funding account.

B. W are finalizing new revolving fund insurance general |edger
correlations for changes required per AAA audit findings. W are
conpl eti ng CEFMS progranmi ng to cl ear the bal ances previously held
in general |edger account 2920.10. This is scheduled to be

conpl eted and run on all USACE activity databases in May.

C. W& have conpleted the specifications on the requirenents for the
Treasury O fset Program (TOP) Intra-Governnmental Payment and
Collection (IPAC) File. Programming on this task has started. W
have started testing reports that may require changes due to the
processi ng of the vendor paynents through the TOP System W have
set up specific vendor paynents on two test databases and then
processed themthrough the TOP System Reports are being run and
reviewed on the subsidiary data bases and al so the disbursing data
base.

We have discovered that the tool is not as flexible as first thought
and that the design of appropriate universes is a key elenment to
produci ng proper reports. The CECl representatives stated that the
war ehouse should really be used for produci ng sunmary data used for
analysis. W, on the other hand, envision the warehouse being used
not only for summary information, but for detail information as
well. W are still in discussion node on this issue. Four CEFMS
devel opers are in training class this week in Vicksburg for the | BM
Acsential tool.

F. W conducted a four-day training class in Huntsville, AL on CEFMS
cost sharing functionality for USACE activities within the North
Western Division (NWD). Eight representatives from NMD attended the
training. Additionally, four other representatives from NAD, ORD
and SPD attended the training. All cost sharing functionality was
covered with special enphasis on closing cost share projects which
have been conpl eted but not closed in CEFMS.

G We generated a data pull for auditors, Deloitte and Touche, that
provided all nmilitary transactions for FYO3. W sent zip files by
accounting period and then sent a record count on all to ensure all
transactions were received and accounted for.

H We participated in several teleconferences with Arnmy, Assenbl ed

J. W coordinated with the Corps of Engineers Enterprise
Infrastructure Services (CEEIS) on the upgrade of all the CEFMS
production hosts to Solaris 10 Operating Systemversion. This was a
critical upgrade in paving the way for the discontinuation of ol der
unsupported software versions. This operating systemupgrade wll

al so open the door for the inplenmentation of stricter password

aut hentications. By neeting the 10 position password construct, we
will also avoid a potential 30-day password change cycle that would
be i nposed by Arny.

K. W are testing the | abor data to be sure that the general |edger
correlation identification nunbers are reflected in the transaction
regi sters and on the | abor view screens.

L. W corrected the inability to disburse a fund type F (funded
rei nhursenment) interest paynment where an advance account was
attached. This disbursenent problem occurred since the program was
witten to refer back to the source appropriation data for the
interest portion, which was, in fact, 'NA" on the customer order
item This correction required us to change the programto take the
nul | val ued correlations on src_approp_type_code if the source
appropriation was 'NA'.
